What does this mean to you? Actually 
a DX contest means different things to 
different people. 


For the contester, it is the obvious, 

an opportunity to put that contest 
station to the test against some big 
competition. First is the station 
preparation - checking out and tuning 
all the antennas, replacing those "soft" 
finals, arranging the station for max- 
imum operating efficiency, sharpening 
pencils, and getting plenty of log 
paper and scratch paper ready. Second, 
is the planning phase - whether to 
Operate “single band" or "all band". 

If the decision is "all band", it means 
further planning. An operating schedule 
is developed - What band do I start out 
on? When do I change bands? and of 
course when do I eat and sleep? 


For the veteran DxXter, it is an oppor- 
tunity to work a new country. Generally 
several DXpeditions take place during a 


big contest, and this years CQ World Wide 


DX Phone Contest is no exception. At 

press time Potomac Valley Radio Club is 
going to Curacao, West Palm Beach Radio 
Club to Turk & Caicos, ZL's to Chatham 


Island, and KiCO & Company to Sint Maarten. 


This is not to mention many other rare 


For the newcomer to DX*ing, it is a 
chance to work a lot of new countries, 
work all continents (WAC) and generally 
give the "ole rig" a good workout, 


For the General class licensee, it is a 
chance to find the band full of DX above 
14.275 and 21.350 and on 10 meters. 


For the station running 100 watts to a 
dipole, it's to discover enough DX for 
everybody (spread out from 28.500 MHz 
all the way to 28.800 MHz).

QSL INFORMATION 


As any veteran DX'er knows, it is 
usually more difficult to confirm a 
DX contact than to make the contact 


itself. The more common QSL methods 
are as follows: “(1) Via ARRiMearc, 
(2) W3KT QSL Service, (3) Direez, 
(4) Direct with IRC's, and (5) QSL 
managers. A lot can be written 
about each of these methods, however, 
at this time we will discuss only 
QSL'ing via a manager. The QSL 
manager is generally a stateside 
volunteer who fills out the QSL 
cards for the DX station and mails 
them using just 15 cents postage for 
WwW & K types. However, you are required 
to furnish the QSL manager an SASE 
to defray some of the expense to the 
DX station. A QSL card by a manager 
is almost 100% sure. Allow 3 to 4 
weeks for QSL manager to receive 

log information. The most well 
known QSL manager is Joe Arcure, 
W3HNK. Joe handles QSL's for over 
150 DX stations and has a reputation 
for excellent service. When a DX 
station tells you to QSL via W3HNK, 
you can count that country as confirmed. 
Joe was kind enough to send us his 
updated list for reprint in this 
cOlumn. Save this list for future 
reference. How many have you 
already worked?
